AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 



Claims 1-19 were pending at the time of the Office Action. 
Claims 1, 6-9, and 18 are amended, claim 20 is new. 
Claims 1-20 remain pending. 

1. (Currently Amended) A vehicle seat for supporting a passenger of 
a vehicle, said seat comprising: 

a seat frame having a mount for mounting the firame to the vehicle, a 
support extending from the momat, a seat bottom mounted on the support for supporting 
the passenger when occupying the seat, and a seat back extending upward from the seat 
bottom, said seat back having a front surface oriented to face the passenger occupying the 
seat and a rear surface opposite said front surface; 

a video monitor mounted on the seat frame; and 

a digital processor operatively connected to the video monitor for 
processing a digital input for display as an image on the video monito r, the digital 
processor cnnfi pured to organize and edit anv one or more images from the digital input . 

2. (Original) A veMcle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein the 
video monitor is mounted on the rear surface of the seat back for viewing from behind the 
vehicle seat. 

3. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance witli Claim 1 wherein the 
digital processor includes an interface for connecting the processor to an external data 
source. 

4. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance witli Claim 3 wherein the 
external data source for which tlie interface is configured is selected from a group 
consisting of a digital camera, a personal computer, a personal digital assistant and a data 
storage card. 
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5. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 3 wherein the 
interface includes a data port selected from a group of data ports consisting of a serial 
port, a parallel port, a small computer system interface (SCSI) port, and a universal serial 
bus (USB) port. 



6. (Currently Amended) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 
wherein said digital processor is fixrther confiRured to organize and edit a plurality 
-generate a digital travel log from the one or more 



7. (Ciurently Amended) A vehicle seat in accordance v^th Claim 6 
wherein the one or more images includes said proceGoor is configured to digital images 
recorded from a digital camera g en e rat e - a digital travel album from said plurality of 

8. (Currently Amended) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 7 
wherein said digital images recorded from the digital camera include images captured 
from a digital camera mounted on the outer surface of an in-flight aircraft p rocessor is 
configur e d to add t e xt to at least on e image of said plurality of unag e s . 

9. (Currently Amended) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 6 
wherein said processor is frirther c onfigured to merge the one or more images into one 
digital image g onorato a digital travel log including text and tlio plurality of images . 

10. (Original) A vehicle seat m accordance with Claim 1 fiurther 
comprising a digital camera mounted on said seat frame operatively connected to said 
processor for providing digital input to the processor. 

1 1 . (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 0 wherein tlie 
digital camera is mounted on the rear surface of the seat back for recording images of 
behind tlie vehicle seat. 
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12. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 further 
comprising a control device operatively connected to said processor for controlling 
operation of said processor. 

13. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 12 wherein said 
control device comprises a remote control device operatively connected to said processor 
by an electromagnetic signal, 

14. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein said 
processor is operatively connectable to a printer for printing images. 

15. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein said 
processor is operatively connectable to a camera remote from the seat for providing 
digital mput to the processor. 

16. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 15 in 
combination with the vehicle wherein the camera is mounted on an exterior surface of the 
vehicle. 

17. (Original) A vehicle seat in accordance with Claim 1 wherein the 
said processor is operatively connectable to a transmitter for sending infonnation output 
by the processor to a location remote from tlie vehicle. 

18. (Currently Amended) A vehicle for transportuig a plurality of 
passengers, said vehicle comprising: 

a body having an interior cabin sized and shaped for holding a plurality of 

passengers; 

a power plant mounted on the body for generating power to move body; 
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a plurality of seats mounted on the body for supporting at least one 
passenger of said plurality of passengers, at least a portion of said seats of said plurality 
of seats comprising: 

a seat frame having a mount for mounting the frame to the 

vehicle, a support extending from the mount, a seat bottom mounted on 
the support for supporting the passenger when occupying the seat, and a 
seat back extending upward from the seat bottom, said seat back having a 
fi-ont surface oriented to face the passenger occupying the seat and a rear 
surface opposite said front surface; 

a video monitor mounted on the seat frame; and 
a digital processor operatively connected to the video 
monitor for processing a digital input for display as an image on the video 
monitor , the digital processor configured to organize and edit anv one or 
more images from the digital input . 

19. (Origmal) A vehicle in accordance witli Claim 18 whereui tlie 
body comprises an airframe. 

20. (New) A vehicle in accordance with Claim 18 wherein the 
processor is further configured to merge tlie one or more unages into one digital image. 
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
